New federal mortgage rules 
announced by Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty on Thursday 
could have negative economic 
impacts on Halifax’s housing 
market, according to a local 
broker. 

Dartmouth-based Clin¬ 
ton Wilkins said the changes 
could soften the Atlantic Can¬ 
adian housing market. 

“I think that the govern¬ 
ment is certainly trying to 
slow the market,” Wilkins 
said. 

“And I think that there is 
going to be negative economic 
spinoffs from these changes, 
because if there is less trans¬ 
actions ... it’s not just the 
mortgage broker or the bank 
(that is affected), there’s real¬ 
tors, there’s lawyers, there’s 
appraisers.” 


The federal government is 
cutting the maximum amor¬ 
tization period for govern¬ 
ment-insured homes from 
30 years to 25 years — essen¬ 
tially upping buyers’ monthly 
mortgage payments. On top of 
that, the feds are limiting how 
much homeowners can bor¬ 
row against the value of their 
homes — from 85 per cent to 
80 per cent. 

Prospective buyers will also 
have to prove they have the 
means to afford mortgage pay¬ 
ments, property taxes and util¬ 
ity costs on their new homes 
through cost ratios based on 
their income.

The moves are being billed 
as a way to encourage Can¬ 
adians to slow the accumula¬ 
tion of household debt. 

“It will mean that some 
people will not buy into the 
market. It will also mean that 
some people will ... buy a less 
expensive home or (a) 
less expensive condo¬ 
minium,” Flaherty 
told reporters in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“Good. I consid¬ 
er that desirable.” 

The government 
anticipates that about 
five per cent of Canadians 
considering buying a new 
home will no longer qualify. 

But Wilkins said he doesn’t 
believe Canadians need to be 
dissuaded. He thinks Canadians 
are more conservative than our 
American or European counter¬ 
parts when it comes to big-tick¬ 
et purchases and borrowing. 

“We are much more con¬ 
servative... . We’ve really weath¬ 
ered the (economic downturn) 
storm quite well,” Wilkins said.

One of two

A man considered armed 
and dangerous turned him¬ 
self into Halifax Regional 
Police on Thursday about 
six hours after police asked 
for the public’s help in 
locating the man wanted on 
a parole warrant. 

Police said 25-year-old 
Nicholas Roland Rhyno 
was back in police custody 
shortly before 7 p.m. 

Parole warrants were 
issued for Rhyno and 
27-year-old Terrance Alex¬ 
ander Priest after police 
said they failed to return to 
their halfway houses last 
weekend. Police said Priest 
was still unaccounted for 
late Thursday and should 
be considered armed and 
dangerous. 

Rhyno is charged with 
violent offences involving 
a firearm. Priest is also 
charged with violent of¬ 
fences, but no other details 
were given. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian Pal- 
meter said in an interview 
Thursday before Rhyno was 
caught that the men are 
“associates” of one another. 

He also said police had 
been looking for the two 
men since Saturday, but 
given their history, they 
didn’t want to wait any 
longer to let the public 
know that they weren’t 
aware of their whereabouts.

A 31-year-old Mount Uniacke 
man charged in relation to a 
drunken rampage earlier this 
week has been released on bail. 

Robert John Walsh sat with 
his head hung at Dartmouth 
provincial court on Thursday, 


as the Crown and defence con¬ 
sented to his release with his 
father serving as surety. 

The judge released Walsh 
on $5,000 bail. He must also ob¬ 
serve a 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. daily 
curfew and is not allowed to 
consume drugs or alcohol or 
drive a vehicle. 

Walsh, who had been on an 
undertaking not to drink due 
to a previous impaired-driving 
incident, did not speak during 
the hearing. 

Walsh is facing 10 charges, 
including damaging property, 
dangerous driving, assaulting 
police and resisting arrest stem¬ 


ming from an alleged incident 
on Tuesday night in Lower 
Sackville. 

Walsh allegedly walked into 
Jessy’s Pizza on Cobequid Road 
— his former place of employ¬ 
ment — and started causing 
a disturbance. Officers say he 
tried to fight one of the employ¬ 
ees, threw chairs and urinated 
in the parking lot. 

Police were called to the res¬ 
taurant just after 7 p.m. When 
they arrived, a man had already 
left in a Pontiac Sunfire. Soon 
after, police began receiving re¬ 
ports of someone driving reck¬ 
lessly in a vehicle with the same

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Fish farm lands $25-million 
loan from the province 


Cooke Aquaculture. 

Business planning to 
expand Shelburne, 
Digby and Truro 
operations

The province is shelling out 
25 million clams to one of 
the region’s largest aquacul¬ 
ture companies. 

Cooke Aquaculture Inc. 
will receive a $1-million in¬ 
terest-bearing loan as well as 
a $ 9-million forgivable loan 
to expand its operations in 
Shelburne, Digby and Truro. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
made the announcement in 
Shelburne on Thursday. He 
expects Cooke’s expansion 
— expected to cost about 
$150 million — will create 
400 jobs in the province. 

That’s good news for a re¬ 
gion that has been hit hard 
in recent times. Last week, 
Resolute Forest Products Ltd. 
announced the Bowater mill 


in nearby Liverpool will be 
closed indefinitely. 

But Dexter said the tim¬ 
ing was simply a happy 
coincidence for his govern¬ 
ment. 

“This was actually sched¬ 
uled for me to be at before 
we knew what was going on 
with Bowater,” Dexter said. 
“The two are not related.” 

Cooke’s expansion in¬ 
cludes a new fish-processing 
plant in Shelburne, a salmon 
hatchery in Digby and a lar¬ 
ger feed mill in Truro. 

Most of the jobs, about 
320 positions, will go to the 
new processing plant in the 
riding of Fisheries and Aqua¬ 
culture Minister Sterling Bel- 
liveau. 

Dexter’s opposition col¬ 
leagues both said they would 
have preferred that the NDP 
develop an aquaculture strat¬ 
egy before providing more 
money to the industry — es¬ 
pecially to a company that 
has money for an attempted 
takeover of Nova Scotia’s 
Clearwater Seafood Ltd. 

“We were looking for no 
sites to be approved until 
(an aquaculture strategy) 
had been done,” said Liberal

“Here we are, another 
very large company has re¬ 
ceived millions of dollars, 
tax-free, from the people of 
Nova Scotia.” 

“We have to get away 
from shovelling money into 
large companies like this. If 
that worked, we’d be swim¬ 
ming in jobs in this prov¬ 
ince,” added Progressive 
Conservative Leader Jamie 
Baillie. 

The money comes from 
the Nova Scotia Jobs Fund, 
formerly known as the In¬ 
dustrial Expansion Fund. 
The government recently 
used that fund in an attempt 
to prop up the Bo- _ 
water mill.

Halifax group off to Montreal to support students 



Four carloads of Halifax resi¬ 
dents left on Thursday to join 
students in Montreal for Fri¬ 
day’s demonstration against 
tuition-fee hikes in Quebec. 

Organized rallies have 
been taking place on the 
22nd of each month since 
March. The first one attracted 
200,000 supporters and the 
last one was double that. 

Rebecca Rose of the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Students 
has high hopes for Friday’s 
rally. “It’s hard to get big¬ 
ger than 400,000 people, but 
they’ve definitely been gain-

ing some steam,” she said by 
phone on Thursday before 
leaving for Montreal. 

The Halifax team is armed 
with students from three lo¬ 
cal universities, members 
of the CFS and some recent 
graduates. They plan to join 


another small group from 
Nova Scotia while in Quebec, 
she added. 

Protesters have been 
challenging plans by Jean 
Charest’s government to 
raise tuition in Quebec an¬ 
nually by $254 over the next 


seven years. 

They are also opposed to 
Bill 78, which forbids any 
form of protest or picketing 
in Quebec without police ap¬ 
proval. The United Nations 
has compared the bill to the 
kind of draconian laws found 
in dictatorships such as North 
Korea. 

Demonstrations, some of 
them violent, have been a 
regular occurrence in Mont¬ 
real since Feb 13, with stu¬ 
dents calling for an outright 
tuition freeze.

Haligonians appear to

Summer plans. Survey 
finds many residents 
are looking to vacation 
close to home

On the road again this sum¬ 
mer? Well, maybe not. 

According to a survey 
of Halifax-area residents, 
more of us will be staying 
close to home — that is, 
travelling in the Maritime s 
— for vacations this sum¬ 
mer as compared to the last 
three years. 

Over 90 per cent of these 
vacations will be by car, al¬ 
though folks are keeping 
a close eye on the price of 
gasoline. 

Our research has also 
uncovered a couple of other 
vacation trends. Almost 
20 per cent of our HRM 
respondents indicate that 


they will take several short 
breaks instead of the trad¬ 
itional two- to three-weelc 
break through the summer. 

There also seems to be a 
move to slightly later vaca¬ 
tions. Thirty-two per cent 
say that they are taking 
their time off later in the 
summer or early fall. 

This phenomenon ap¬ 
pears to be a result of the 
boomer wave — with fewer 
demands such as returning 
the kids to school and re-

lated family matters, people 
tell us they prefer to vaca¬ 
tion when “things are not 
as busy.” 

Nearly 50 per cent of 


those vacationing later 
mentioned that they feel 
the weather is getting bet¬ 
ter later in the season. 

Finally, 18 per cent do 
not plan to vacation during 
the summer at all except 
for the odd long weekend.

Visiting friends and relatives 
continues to be the main mo¬ 
tivation for selecting a place 
to go this summer. Almost 
60 per cent of respondents 
in our survey mentioned this 


as the prime reason they are 
choosing a particular destina¬ 
tion this summer. 

One last trend that our 
data is picking up is the ten¬ 
dency for people to be mak¬ 
ing vacation choices later and 
much closer to their time off. 

The real question is 
whether these changing 
patterns are really trends, 
or simply a reflection of 
current economic times. The 
evidence suggests it is a bit of 


both: While it’s clear that the 
aging population is having an 
impact on the tendency to va¬ 
cation later, it’s equally clear 
that the shorter, frequent 
breaks and later planning is a 
result of economic times. 

In any case, tourism 
operators need to be aware of 
these market changes so they 
can manage the impact on 
their businesses.

Group advocates for more First Nations support 


Provinces and post-secondary 
schools need to do more to 
support education for ab¬ 
original Canadians, a student 
group said Thursday. 

In a statement on National 
Aboriginal Day Thursday, the 
Alliance of Nova Scotia Stu¬ 


dent Associations said natives 
face difficulties succeeding in 
the Canadian post-secondary 
system due to economic and 
cultural barriers as well as in¬ 
adequate P-12 funding. 

The alliance say aboriginal 
Canadians live with higher 


levels of poverty and abuse, 
while also receiving less sup¬ 
port per student in school, 
which, ANSSA executive dir¬ 
ector Jonathan Williams said, 
means they’re “set up to fail. 

“It seems obvious that 
there should be more funding 


to help First Nations students 
achieve under those circum¬ 
stances,” Williams said in 
an interview, adding that for 
equal representation in post¬ 
secondary schools, aborig¬ 
inal enrolment would need to

Video of bullied woman 
spurs Toronto man to

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Accused body-parts killer 
Magnotta gets trial by jury

Court appearance. 

Suspect declines 
psychiatric evaluation, 
will face preliminary 
hearing in March 2013 


Luka Rocco Magnotta made a 
brief, surprise appearance in a 
Montreal courtroom Thursday 
to tie up a few loose ends in 
his case before vanishing from 
public view until early 2013. 

The accused body-parts 
killer had court dates set for 
early next year and was told he 
will face a preliminary hearing 
next March where part of the 
evidence against him will be 
heard. 

Magnotta, charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
slaying of Chinese student Jun 
Lin, 33, has opted for a trial in 
front of a jury. 

He asked that he receive 
medication while incarcer¬ 
ated. 

And he introduced his 
team of three lawyers, includ¬ 
ing a lead attorney from To¬ 
ronto. That lawyer did not ask 
for a psychiatric evaluation, 


contrary to what one of his 
colleagues suggested earlier in 
the week. 

There was one other 
surprise twist Thursday: 
Magnotta appeared in court in 
person. Authorities had hinted 
that the 29-year-old murder 
suspect would appear by video 
link, as he had at his first court 
appearance earlier this week. 

While Magnotta looked 
sleepy, he appeared to follow 


the proceedings attentively. 

His lead defence attorney, 
Luc Leclair, made a brief state¬ 
ment at the end of the hear¬ 
ing. 

“Mr. Magnotta waived his 
rights to extradition because 
he wanted to come back to 
Montreal,” Leclair said, with¬ 
out taking any questions. 

“He trusts the Canadian ju¬ 
dicial system.”

Killer. Homolkanowa 
mother of three living 
in Guadeloupe: Ebook 


She horrified the country with 
her role in the torture and kill¬ 
ing of Ontario school girls two 
decades ago, now she has three 
children of her own. 

Years after her case gripped 
the country, Karla Homolka 
has been found living in the 
Caribbean under a different 
name with a husband and 
three young children. 

The details of her life after 
12 years in prison are detailed 
in an 46-page ebook by journal¬ 
ist Paula Todd, titled “Finding 
Karla.” 

In the early 1990s, Hom¬ 
olka and her then-husband, 
Paul Bernardo, were convicted 
of crimes related to the rape 
and murder of two school¬ 
girls, Kristen French and Leslie 
Mahaffy. 

While Bernardo went on to 
be sentenced to life in prison, 
Homolka struck a deal with 
prosecutors in 1993 to serve 12 
years in prison for manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

Little has been known 
about Homolka’s life since she 
was released from prison in 
2005. 

For Todd, that lack of in¬ 
formation drove her to figure 
out what had become of the

notorious killer ever since she 
walked free. 

Online research for a book 
about the life of released crim¬ 
inals led her to blog reports of 
Homolka teaching children in 
the Caribbean — reports Todd 
later found were false, but 
they were a starting point for 
a deeper search. 

After mining the Internet 
for any scrap of information 
she could find, Todd decided 
to follow an obscure lead that 
led her to the island of Guade¬ 
loupe in May. the Canadian press

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Indonesian air-force plane 
crashes into housing complex 


Jakarta. Aircraft built 
in 1958 rips through 
houses in ball of fire, 
killing passengers and 
residents 


An Indonesian air-force plane 
slammed into a military hous¬ 
ing complex and ignited a 
huge fireball Thursday while 
trying to land in Jakarta, kill¬ 
ing all seven people aboard as 
well as two toddlers and their 
nanny. 

The pilot, co-pilot and five 
trainees aboard the Foklcer 
F-27 were on a routine train¬ 
ing flight when it crashed 
into houses in a neighbour¬ 
hood about 1.5 kilometres 
from the runway on which it 
was trying to land, Indones¬ 
ian militaiy spokesmen said. 

Raging orange flames 
jumped several metres into 
the air and a huge column of 
black smoke billowed over 
the eight homes damaged in 


the crash in eastern Jakarta. 

Twelve people were in¬ 
jured, two of them critically. 

“I could hardly believe my 
eyes. There was a military 
plane that crashed and hit the 
houses,” said Hendra, a resi¬ 
dent of the air-force complex 
who goes by only one name. 
“At once, the situation turned 
into chaos. All the residents 
fled in panic. Women and 
children were screaming hys¬ 
terically.” 

He said he helped at least 
five injured people, mostly 
with burns, to a nearby air¬ 
force hospital. 

Six of the people aboard 
the plane died instantly, and 
the co-pilot died later while 
being treated at a hospital, 
air-force spokesman Rear Ad¬ 
miral Azman Yunus said. 

The plane broke into two 
parts as it ripped through the 
houses and plummeted to the 
ground, said air-force spokes¬ 
man Col. Agus Sasongko Jati. 
The three people killed on the 
ground were two children in 


one of the houses, aged two 
and six, and a woman who 
worked as their caretaker, he 
added. 

The aircraft, which was 
built in 1958 and has been 
used by Indonesia’s air force 
for the past 35 years with 
14,900 flight hours, was de¬ 
clared airworthy before it 
took off for its second train¬ 
ing flight of the day under 
clear skies. 

“It seemed that the pilot 
was trying to land on a near¬ 
by paddy field,” Jati told The 
Associated Press. “But it was 
not clear whether it was be¬ 
cause of an emergency.” 

A running text on TVOne 
said the black boxes of the ill- 
fated plane have been discov¬ 
ered, but Jati did not confirm. 

The crash comes after a 
Russian Sukhoi passenger jet 
crashed last month into an 
Indonesian volcano during a 
demonstration flight for po¬ 
tential buyers, killing all 45 
people aboard. 
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Paraguay congress votes to impeach president 



The lower house of Para¬ 
guay’s opposition-controlled 
congress voted Thursday to 
impeach leftist President 
Fernando Lugo for his role 
in a deadly clash involving 
landless farmers, adding to 
the South American nation’s 
political turmoil and prompt¬ 
ing frightened residents of 
the capital to shutter busi¬ 
nesses and pull children from 
school. 

Lugo immediately ap¬ 
peared on national tele¬ 


vision and promised to face 
a possible impeachment trial 
“with all its consequences,” 
dismissing rumours that he 
might resign. 

The lower house approved 
the impeachment trial by 
a vote of 76-1. The motion 
now goes to the opposition- 
controlled Senate, where 
the trial would be held if ap¬ 
proved. 

There was no immediate 
word on when the Senate 
might vote on whether to 


impeach Lugo and force him 
to face what is known in Para¬ 
guay as a “political trial.” 

Critics blame Lugo for the 
violence that erupted last 
week when police tried to 
evict about 150 farmers from 
a 4,900-acre reserve. Seven¬ 
teen people died in the clash. 

Lugo, 63, has expressed 
sorrow at the confrontation 
and accepted the resignations 
of his interior minister and 
his chief of police.

Officials have accounted 
for about 60 people who 
evacuated the vessel and 
were searching for any 
who might have remained 
aboard, said Coast Guard 
spokesman Ricardo Cas- 
trodad. 

“This is extremely 
unusual,” he said.

Asylum seekers 
feared drowned 

A boat carrying about 200 
people capsized south of 
Indonesia and scores were 
feared drowned Thursday in 
an apparent attempt to reach 
Australia to seek asylum. 
Indonesian and Australian 
navies launched efforts to 
rescue survivors. 

An Australian navy patrol 
boat and three cargo ships 
had rescued 110 survivors 
by late Thursday and were 
taking them 200 kilometres 
south to the Australian 
territoiy of Christmas Island, 
Australian Maritime Safety 
Authority spokeswoman Jo 
Meehan said. 

She declined to comment 
on any bodies discovered. 


She said the patrol boat 
would return to the scene of 
the sinking to continue the 
search for survivors through 
the night. 

The boat capsized about 
halfway between Christmas 
Island and Indonesia, Meehan 
said. 

It was not immediately 
clear where the passengers 
were from. 

Christmas Island, in the 
Indian Ocean, is closer to 
Indonesia than the Australian 
mainland. It is a popular tar¬ 
get for a growing number of 
asylum seekers, many from 
Iran, Afghanistan and Sri 
Lanka, who attempt to reach 
Australia on overcrowded 
fishing boats from Indonesia 
— sometimes with deadly 
consequences.

Venezuela’s top security 
official says more than 
14,000 people were slain 
in the country last year 
and that a new anti-crime 
plan aims to address the 
problem. 

Justice Minister Tareclc 
El Aissami says the coun¬ 
try’s homicide rate was 
50 slayings per 100,000 
people, one of the highest 
rates in Latin America.

Nuclear agreement 


U.S. to modernize 
and reduce nukes 

The Obama administration 
insisted on Thursday that it 
is modernizing the nation’s 
nuclear arsenal in the face 
of withering criticism from 
Republicans that it is moving 
slowly in anticipation of 
President Barack Obama’s 
push for further reductions. 

Officials from the Energy, 
Defence and State depart¬ 
ments provided the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
with an update on the imple¬ 
mentation of the U.S.-Russian 
pact, commonly known 
as the New START treaty, 
reducing both sides’ nuclear 
warhead limit to 1,550. 

The Senate ratified the 
treaty in December 2010 


after weeks of contentious 
debate and assurances 
from Obama that he would 
provide robust funding to 
modernize the remaining 
nuclear weapons. Republic¬ 
ans said that 11/2 years later 
they see little evidence of any 
commitment. 

“I almost wonder,” said 
Sen. Bob Corker, a Republic¬ 
an, “whether as the president 
is announcing further reduc¬ 
tions, the reason that much 
of the modernization is being 
slow-walked is that there’s no 
intention to follow through.” 

Rose Gottemoeller of the 
State Department said the 
treaty will leave the United 
States and Russia with the 
lowest number of deployed 
nuclear warheads since the 
1950s.

Military rulers 
blasted over 
powergrab 

Human Rights Watch said 
on Thursday that recent 
moves by Egypt’s ruling 
generals suggested that 
there would not be a 
“meaningful” handover of 
power to civilian rule by 
July 1 as promised. 


The military council that 
took over from Hosni Mu¬ 
barak 16 months ago has 
over the past week given 
itself the role of legislator, 
the right to arrest civilians, 
control over drafting a new 
constitution and stripped 
the next president of many 
significant powers. It has 
also taken several steps to 
shield the military from 
civilian oversight. 
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Egypt’s media are demonizing 
the Muslim Brotherhood as 
the state’s worst enemy, claim¬ 
ing the fundamentalist group 
plans to plunge the country 
into chaos if its candidate 
does not emerge as the winner 
from the presidential runoff. 

Results of the weekend elec¬ 
tion were set to be announced 
Thursday, but officials post¬ 
poned the declaration, setting 
off a wave of charges of ma¬ 
nipulation aimed at all sides, 
including the ruling military. 

The Brotherhood escalated 
its fight with the military, call¬ 
ing for a mass protest Friday 
to denounce what it called a 
power grab by the generals. 
Three major Islamist groups 
said Thursday they would join 
the protest in Tahrir Square, 


birthplace of the uprising that 
forced Hosni Mubarak out of 
office last year. 

Thousands of protesters, 
mostly Islamists, gathered in 
Tahrir Thursday for the third 
successive day. 

Protesters demanded the 
reinstatement of the Islamist- 
dominated parliament dis¬ 
solved by a court ruling last 
week. They also called on the 
military to rescind a “consti¬ 
tutional declaration” granting 
the generals sweeping pow¬ 
ers and stripping the next 
president of much of his au¬ 
thority. 

The sense of political un¬ 
certainty engulfing the coun¬ 
try following last weekend’s 
presidential runoff is height¬ 
ened by the failure of Egypt’s 


election commission to an¬ 
nounce a winner.

Mohammed Morsi of the 
Muslim Brotherhood — have 
claimed victory.

Roman Catholic groups in 
the U.S. started a two-week 
campaign Thursday of pray¬ 
er vigils and rallies to fight 
what they consider govern¬ 
ment attacks on religious 
liberty. 

The immediate target is 
the mandate that President 
Barack Obama announced 
in January requiring most 
employers to provide health 
insurance that covers birth 
control, which the Vatican 
opposes. 

Critics accuse the bish¬ 
ops of organizing the cam¬ 
paign as a partisan assault on 
Obama. But church leaders 
say their only goal is to pro¬ 
tect religious freedom. 

The Fortnight for Free¬ 
dom campaign runs through 


Independence Day, July 4. 

“In only the past few 
years, we’ve experienced 
rampant disregard for reli¬ 
gious beliefs in this country,” 
New York Cardinal Timothy 
Dolan wrote in an e-boolc 
released for the Fortnight ef¬ 
fort. 

Among the examples he 
cites are approval for embry¬ 
onic stem-cell research, legal 
justification for torturing 
prisoners and support for 
same-sex marriage. Dolan is 
president of the U.S. Confer¬ 
ence of Catholic Bishops. 

Opponents are uncon¬ 
vinced. “This bishops’ project 
isn’t about religious freedom 
— it’s about privilege,” said 
the Rev. Barry Lynn, execu¬ 
tive director of Americans 
United for Separation of 
Church and State. “They are 
asking for preferential treat¬ 
ment from the government, 
and if they are successful, it 
would undercut the rights of 
millions of Americans.”

Neighbourhood-watch volun¬ 
teer George Zimmerman re¬ 
enacted the fight he had with 
Trayvon Martin in police video 
released Thursday, giving his 
most detailed account yet of 
what led him to fatally shoot 
the unarmed black teenager. 

Zimmerman claims in the 
video that Martin said “you’re 
going to die” and reached for 
Zimmerman’s gun just before 
the shooting. 

The police recording was 
taken a day after the Feb. 26 
shooting. The video, along 
with audio recordings of police 
interviews, was released by 
Zimmerman’s attorney about 
a week before Zimmerman’s 
second bond hearing on a 
second-degree murder charge 
and on the heels of unflatter¬ 
ing telephone calls capturing 
Zimmerman and his wife talk¬ 
ing in code about using money 
collected for a defence fund to 
pay debts. 

In the video (apne.ws / 
KWquJX), Zimmerman tells his 
side of the story to detectives, 
saying he grabbed his gun from 
a holster on his waist before 
Martin could get it, and shot 
the 17-year-old Martin once in 
the chest as they fought on the

ground outside townhomes 
in a gated community. After 
firing, Zimmerman said he 
thought he missed. 

“He sat up and said, ‘You 
got me. You got me, or some¬ 
thing like that,”’ Zimmerman 
said, adding that Martin had 
been on top of him, slamming 
his head against the ground 
and smothering his mouth and 
nose with his hand and arm. 

Zimmerman claims he shot 
the teen in self-defence, under 
Florida’s “stand your ground” 
law. 

Martin’s parents have said 
Zimmerman was the aggres¬ 
sor.

Breivik belongs in 
mental institution, 
prosecutors say 

If Norwegian prosecutors 
get their way, no one will be 
held criminally responsible 
for the deaths of 77 people 
in a bomb and shooting 
rampage that roiled the 
peaceful nation. 

Even though self-styled 
anti-Muslim militant 
Anders Behring Breivik 
insists he is sane and that 
he carried out the July 22 
attacks for political reasons, 
prosecutors said in closing 
arguments Thursday that 
doubts about his mental 
state mean he should be 
sent to a psychiatric institu¬ 
tion instead of prison. 
Ultimately, it’s up to the 
Oslo district court to decide 
whether Breivik is crimin¬ 
ally insane when it presents 
its ruling next month.

No links between

French prosecutors say they 
haven’t found any links 
between a gunman who 
took four Toulouse bank 
employees hostage and the 
man suspected of killing 
seven people in the same 
city in March.

Prosecutor 
Michel Valet said that at 
the current stage of the 
investigation there are “no 
objective links” between 
the unidentified gunman 
and Mohamed Merah, the 
suspected gunman in the 
March shootings of three 
Jewish schoolchildren, a 
rabbi and three paratroop¬ 
ers.

Crouching at dawn in the sa¬ 
vannah’s tall grass, the lions 
tore through the flesh of eight 
goats. Dogs barked, women 
screamed and men with the 
rank of warrior in this village 
of Maasai tribesman gathered 
their spears. 

Kenya Wildlife Service 
rangers responded to the at¬ 
tack, but arrived without a 
veterinarian and no way to 
tranquilize the eight lions and 


remove them from Illceek- 
Lemedung’I, a settlement of 
mud and stone homes not far 
from the edges of Nairobi Na¬ 
tional Park. 

In the end, the Maasai men 

— who come from a tribe re¬ 
nowned for its hunting skills 

— grew tired of waiting, said 
Charity Kingangir, whose 
father’s goats were attacked 
Wednesday. The men speared 
the lions, killing six: two adult 
lionesses, two younger lions 
and two cubs. 

The lions had killed eight 
goats, each worth about $60. 

Wednesday’s killings high¬ 
light the growing threat to 
Kenya’s wildlife posed by the 
rapid expansion of its capital. 
A week earlier, residents from 
another village on Nairobi’s 
outskirts killed a leopard that 


had eaten a goat. Last month, 
wildlife service agents shot and 
killed a lion moving around 
the Nairobi suburb of Karen. 

On Thursday, three lions 
attacked and killed three 
goats outside Nairobi National 
Park. Rangers chased the lions 
back to the park. 

Earlier tins week, the Kenya 
Wildlife Service sent out a pub¬ 
lic notice pleading with people 
who encounter wild animals 
“to desist from killing them.” 


Killing lions is a crime in 
Kenya, but those who lose 
livestock to big cats frequent¬ 
ly retaliate. About 100 lions 
are killed each year, and the 
country’s lion population has 
dropped to about 2,000. 

Lions, especially ones 
who leave Nairobi National 
Park, which is not completely 
fenced in, are at risk. After 
Wednesday’s killings, the park 
had 37 left, KWS estimates.

Critics blast killing of ‘enviropigs’ 


A group of genetically modified 
pigs was quietly put down last 
month after the University of 
Guelph found no way to con¬ 
tinue the research or farm the 
animals out, the school con¬ 
firmed Thursday. 

University Spokeswoman 
Lori Bona Hunt said she had 
received “many generous and 
well-intentioned offers” from 
individuals and groups inter¬ 
ested in helping find homes for 
the “enviropigs.” 

“Releasing the enviropigs 
would also have violated 
Canadian regulations for 
the containment and use of 
transgenic animals, and pos¬ 
sibly compromised consum¬ 


er safety and market protec¬ 
tion,” Bona Hunt said. 

As a result, she said, the 10 
animals — from the 10th gen¬ 
eration of enviropigs — were 
“humanely euthanized” on 
May 24. The school said it was 
trying to find ways to allow the 
research to continue. 

Farm Sanctuary, a U.S.-based 
group that had offered to try 
to find new homes for the ani¬ 
mals, decried the killing. 

“By killing 10 perfectly 
healthy individuals, when 
there was a clear and effortless 
alternative for the university, 
Guelph has forfeited any claim 
it might have had as anything 
other than a profit-driven arm 


of Canada’s meat industry,” said 
spokesman Bruce Friedrich. 

“We’re saddened by 
Guelph’s callous and mercen- 
aiy killing of the enviropigs, 
who deserved better.” 

Rich Moccia, an associate 
vice-president at the school, 
said last month that relinquish¬ 
ing control of the enviropigs 
posed unacceptable risks. 

“The possibility of escape¬ 
ment or inadvertent release, 
however remote, could occur, 
with the possibility that they 
could intermix with either 
feral or domesticated pigs, or 
even end up in the human food 
chain by accident.”

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Discrimination. U.S. 
government sues two 
polygamous towns 


The U.S. Justice Department on 
Thursday sued two polygam¬ 
ous towns along the Utah-Ari- 
zona border, claiming religious 
discrimination against non¬ 
sect members. 

The federal civil rights law¬ 
suit was filed against the towns 
of Hildale, Utah, and Colorado 
City, Arizona, where most resi¬ 
dents are members of the Fun¬ 
damentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, run 
by the group’s jailed leader 
Warren Jeffs. 

Jeffs is serving a life sen¬ 
tence in Texas after convic¬ 


tions on child sex and bigamy 
charges, but he is said to still 
maintain control of the com¬ 
munities. 

The lawsuit comes after 
state legislatures in Utah and 
Arizona failed this year to pass 
bills aimed at abolishing the 
local police department that 
monitors the communities. 

The Arizona bill was being 
pushed by state Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Tom Home, who said Colo¬ 
rado City police officers who 
are FLDS members flout the 
law and instead pay allegiance 
first to Jeffs. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

A New Zealand-led rescue 
team found the wrecked 
yacht the next day but a 
search of the ocean and the 
island turned up nothing 
more. 

Neville Blalcemore of the 
Rescue Coordination Center 
said the search was sus¬ 
pended late Thursday after 
“all possible steps” had been 
taken to find the men.

Breast-cancer survivor wins 
the right to swim topless

A Seattle breast-cancer sur¬ 
vivor whose breasts were sur¬ 
gically removed has gained 
the permission to swim top¬ 
less at a city pool. 

But Jodi Jaecks wants to 
make sure her privilege is 
also extended to other breast- 
cancer survivors who want to 
swim comfortably. 

“Initially, when I heard 
about the reversal, I was ele¬ 
vated. Then it came that it 
wasn’t a policy change, it 
was just an exception for me. 
Then I was quite deflated,” 
the 47-year-old said Thursday. 

On Wednesday, Seattle 
Parks and Recreation Super¬ 
intendent Christopher Wil¬ 
liams announced he was giv¬ 
ing Jaecks an exception to the 
department’s clothing policy. 

Williams said that he will 
review on a case-by-case basis 


requests from people who 
have had surgery and want to 
swim. 

After enduring two surger¬ 
ies, rounds of chemotherapy 
and the surgical removal of 
both her breasts in March 
2011, Jaecks wanted to turn 
to swimming to regain her 
strength. But swimsuit tops 
proved too uncomfortable 
and nerves on her chest re¬ 
mained tender, Jaecks said. 

So she asked the manager 
at her city pool if she could 
swim topless earlier this year. 
Eventually, she heard from 
the head of the aquatics de¬ 
partment, who told her she 
couldn’t. 

Jaecks hasn’t swum top¬ 
less yet. She is planning a 
swim on Monday. Her excep¬ 
tion extends only to adult lap

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Canada’s stable economy 
running on fumes: Carney

Canada’s relatively healthy 
economy has been largely 
based on borrowed money 
but the situation cannot go 
on indefinitely, Bank of Can¬ 
ada governor Mark Carney 
warned Thursday. 

The central bank govern¬ 
or’s stern words to a business 
audience in Halifax came just 
hours after federal Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty moved 
to clamp down on household 
lending by reducing the amor¬ 
tization period on mortgages 
to 25 years from 30, and by 
limiting home equity loans. 

Carney made clear that he 
endorses the moves, calling 
them “prudent” and “timely” 
to support the long-term sta¬ 
bility of the housing market 


and guard against financial 
excesses. 

“These measures are to 
ensure the sustainable evolu¬ 
tion of the Canadian housing 
market and, importantly, the 


finances of Canadian house¬ 
holds,” Carney told a press 
conference following his re¬ 
marks. 

Carney suggested he has 
no patience for the view that 


instead of raising interest 
rates his next move will be to 
cut the trendsetting overnight 
rate from the current one per 
cent, where it’s been since 
September 2010. 

“Our economy cannot ... 
depend indefinitely on debt- 
fuelled household expendi¬ 
tures, particularly in an en¬ 
vironment of modest income 
growth,” he said. 

Earlier this month, Sta¬ 
tistics Canada reported that 
household debt in relation 
to disposable income had 
reached a new record at 152 
per cent, but much of that was 
due to falling incomes rather 
than increased borrowing. 

Still, there’s evidence of 
consumer fatigue already. In 
a report issued Thursday, Sta¬ 
tistics Canada said retail sales 
fell an above-consensus 0.5 
per cent in April. 

Carney said that if the 
current economic expansion 
in Canada continues, “some 
modest withdrawal” of mon¬ 
etary stimulus — interest rate 
hikes — may become appro¬ 
priate. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


BMO. Court 
certifies 
foreign 
exchange 
class action 

A class-action lawsuit against 
BMO Nesbitt Bums, BMO In¬ 
vestorline and BMO Tmst Com¬ 
pany has been certified by the 
Ontario Superior Court. 

The suit accuses BMO of 
automatically converting any 
foreign currency that was paid 
into RRSP accounts into Can¬ 
adian dollars without authoriza¬ 
tion. 

It further alleges that BMO 
charged undisclosed or inad¬ 
equately disclosed and un¬ 
authorized fees related to the 
foreign-currency transactions. 

BMO said it was disappoint¬ 
ed with the decision and that 
it would defend the case, but 
declined further comment be¬ 
cause it was before the courts. 

The case is seeking reim¬ 
bursement of the foreign- 
exchange fees charged on the 
purchase and sale of foreign in¬ 
vestments held in registered ac¬ 
counts and the fees paid related 
to the conversion of foreign cur¬ 
rencies that were paid into the

Research in Motion woos app developers 


Even as BlackBerry maker Re¬ 
search in Motion faces what’s 
certainly the most difficult per¬ 
iod in the company’s history, 
its executives haven’t lost their 
sense of humour. 

A whirlwind summer tour 
to entice software developers 
took a hilarious turn Thursday 
as the fights dimmed in a hotel 
conference room and several 
of the company’s development 
team appeared on screen sing¬ 


ing a parody of Tom Petty and 
the Heartbrealcer’s The Waiting. 

“The waiting is the hardest 
part. BlackBerry 10 will be state- 
of-the-art,” the executives sang 
in the mock music video. “But 
the waiting is the hardest part.” 

That sentiment could be 
echoed throughout the tech in¬ 
dustry as investors, analysts and 
consumers keep their eye on 
the Waterloo, Ont.-based com¬ 
pany. RIM has tumbled from 


grace over the past two years 
with remarkable speed, but is 
trying to prove a newfound agil¬ 
ity while preparing the debut 
of its long-awaited new smart¬ 
phones sometime later this 
year. 

The pseudo-rock-band par¬ 
ody marked the start of the day¬ 
long BlackBerry 10 Jam show¬ 
case, designed to convince the 
tech industry’s creative types 
that the BlackBerry is still a cut¬ 


ting-edge device with a promis¬ 
ing future. 

The event races across North 
America in the coming weeks 
before heading to Europe, Asia 
and Latin America later this 
summer. 

If all goes according to RIM’s 
plan, developers will help turn 
its BlackBerry App World store 
into something that rivals 
Apple’s iTunes app selection.

3D is ravishing. If you can 
accept the ludicrous, absurd 
game of revisionist history 
that’s being played here, you 
might have a good time at this 


flick. My main problem is that 
the movie adopts a different 
tone in its last third, after Lin¬ 
coln becomes President. The 
cleverness gives way to spec¬ 
tacle, and I got left behind in 
all the conventional carnage 
onscreen. 

RC: I wanted the carnage! 
This isn’t a history lesson, it’s 
a movie about killing vam¬ 
pires and on that level it only 
works in the film’s OTT action 
sequences. Give me more of 
Honest Abe jumping from 
horse to horse during a stam¬ 
pede, and less of everything 
else. Although I have to have 
a soft spot for a movie that 
wraps up (MILD SPOILER) with 
Mary Todd Lincoln saying, 
“Abraham! Hurry, we’re late 
for the theatre!” 

MB: And the movie lost major 
points for me for not show¬ 
ing the scene and suggesting

Wilkes Booth, was actually 
a vampire! The movie may 
not be a history lesson, but it 
does play with history, which 
gave it some tang for me. It 
sure wasn’t the dialogue, or 
the acting. In fact, the lead, 
Benjamin Walker, got the 
part because he was the only 
actor who could embrace the 
premise without bursting into 
derisive laughter. You’re right 
about the stampede scene, 
though. Exciting, original, and 
very memorable. 

RC: You can’t make a sequel 
if you kill the main character!

Take this Waltz divides audi¬ 
ences, and actor-turned-Os- 
car-nominated filmmaker 
Sarah Polley is perfectly 
satisfied with that.

Seth MacFarlane has cer¬ 
tainly established himself as 
a bona fide entertainer, with 
three animated series on TV, 
2.2 million Twitter followers 
and a burgeoning career as a 
crooner. 

And now he makes his 
debut as a director with the 
comedy Ted. 

So why has it taken him 
this long to get around to 
making a movie? 

A lot of that had to do 
with making sure his flagship 
property could survive with¬ 
out him. 

“Family Guy had that little 
cancellation thing happen to 


it,” MacFarlane says, referring 
to the hit show’s brief death 
in 2001 and rebirth in 2004. 
“I wanted to make sure that 
it was fully on its feet after 
coming back before I stepped 
away to do a film because it 
did mean stepping away from 
that show completely for 
at least a year, and that was 
something that I hadn’t done 
yet.” 


And while Family Guy has 
its origins in a pair of ani¬ 
mated film pitches MacFar¬ 
lane developed, Ted took the 
reverse track: “This was an 
idea that had actually been 
floating around in my head 
for a while. I had originally 
conceived it as an animated 
series idea and for a number 
of reasons shelved it,” he re¬ 
calls. “When it came time to 


do my first movie, it seemed 
like a story that would make 
a much better film than a 
series.” That idea — about a 
man (Mark Wahlberg) and his 
teddy bear (voiced by Mac¬ 
Farlane) that magically came 
to life when he was a kid — 
might seem cartoonish on 
paper, but MacFarlane’s main 
concern was making the situ¬ 
ation believable.

From his electrically-charged

ster has always been a natural 
when it comes to playing the 
good guy who sticks up for 
what he believes in. 

Currently, the Calgaiy-bom 
actor can be seen playing Van¬ 
couver police detective Carlos 
Fonnegra in the hit Canadian- 
made sci-fi/police drama Con¬ 
tinuum. His character partners 
up with a colleague from the 
future, 2077, City Protective 
Services (CPS) Officer Kiera 


Cameron, who, together with 
a group of death row terror¬ 
ists, travels back in time to the 
present day. 

“Carlos is rather intense and 
by the book, but I also wanted 
him to be someone who you 
could go out and have a beer 
with,” explains the actor. With 
Carlos it’s a matter of knowing 
when to get down to business 
and allowing your emotions to 
get away from you a little bit. 

In Continuum’s first season 
opener, A Stitch in Time, Ki¬ 
era Cameron (Rachel Nichols) 
is witnessing the execution of 
a terrorist cell, including its 
leader Edouard Kagame (Tony 
Amendola). But something hap¬ 
pens seconds before the terror¬ 
ists are supposed to be put to 
death, and they are transported 
back to Vancouver 2012. She 
joins forces with Carlos — who 
is unaware of her true identity 
— to find the terrorists before 
their actions alter the future. 

“From the veiy beginning 
Carlos is quite skeptical of Ki¬ 
era,” says Webster. “He can tell 
that something’s wrong and 
what she says is not all true.

“As the season goes on, she 
proves invaluable as far as hav¬ 
ing Carlos’ back,” continues the 
actor. “Kiera is there for him 
on more than one occasion 
and vice-versa. He comes to her 
rescue as well throughout the 
season. 

“Because of this, I think Car¬ 
los has had to learn that even 
though he might not have all 
the answers, he still must con¬ 
tinue to do his job, which is 
odd for him because he’s used 


to having all his ducks in a row. 

Although he holds a black 
belt in Tao Kwon Do, Webster 
felt his character should defend 
himself in other ways when 
not armed with a gun. “Having 
grown up in Colombia, Carlos 
wouldn’t have been a martial 
artist,” he notes. “He would 
have been a boxer. Boxing is 
huge in the Latin culture, and 
being part Latin myself I under¬ 
stand that. 

“I wanted my character to 


know how to box, and growing 
up in Canada, he would have 
played hockey as well. So a lot 
of the physical things that you 
see Carlos do are hockey relat¬ 
ed — throwing people around, 
shoulder-checking them, pull¬ 
ing a guy’s jersey over his head 
and punching him, and, of 
course, boxing. 

Digging into his characters 
and truly enjoying his work is 
what Webster is all about. Beck¬ 
er, NCIS, CSI: Miami, The Exes, 


Bones and Charmed are just a 
few of the actor’s many other 
gigs he has loved. 

“I always try to find as much 
enjoyment in eveiy job as I pos¬ 
sibly can... Fortunately, I’ve 
always had things really good 
as an actor, and I don’t know if 
it’s just because I try to find the 
positive in everything or if I’ve 
just been exceptionally lucky, 
but I’ve had nothing but great 
experiences so far in this busi¬ 
ness.”

It’s not your imagination. 
We are seeing more tragic 
stage collapses. 

It’s not enough that 
concert-goers have to worry 
about violence, bad drugs 
and mosh-pit injuries. I 
know that I’ll never see a 
temporary outdoor festival 
stage without wondering if 
the damn thing is going to 
come down on someone. 

This used to be a fairly 
rare occurrence until 2009 
when we had two situa¬ 
tions. The first came that 
August when a windstorm 
swept through the Big Val¬ 
ley Jamboree in Camrose, 
Alberta, killing one and 
injuring 15. The other was 
in France a few weeks later 
when a British man died 
during the construction of 
a stage for Madonna. (To 
be fair, that tragedy was 
caused by the collapse of a 
crane, not the stage itself). 



Last summer, we had 
three terrible collapses. 
Cheap Trick narrowly 
missed being crushed 
during their set at Ot¬ 
tawa’s Bluesfest when the 
roof came down during 
a sudden windstorm. 

Seven people were killed 
when another storm blew 
through the Indianapolis 
State Fairgrounds just 
before Sugarland was to 
take the stage. And five 
people were killed when 
the weather turned bad at 
the Pukkelpop Festival in 
Belgium. 

Fans were terrified. 
Promoters were horrified. 
Staging companies prom¬ 
ised higher standards. 

So why did the sky fall 
last Saturday before the 
Radiohead show in Toron¬ 
to? It certainly wasn’t the 
weather. It was sunny and 
pleasant with light winds. 
The evening’s forecast look¬ 
ing great. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Labour says they’re on the 
case. And because Downs- 
view Park is federal land, 
Ottawa is on the case, too. 

Get to the bottom of 
this. We need to know why 
three of five of the worst 
stage collapses in the world 
over the last three years 
happened in Canada. 


Travels into darkness

The first half of the new 
Jukebox the Ghost album is 
as jaunty and upbeat as ever, 
but later in the journey of 
Safe Travels, the band trade 
in some of their certifiably 
danceable hooks in favor of 
deeper, darker introspection. 

“To me, all good pop 
music — even good, sunny 
pop music — has a real hint 
of sadness going on,” says 
guitarist and singer Tommy 
Siegel. “If you’re all bubbles 
and happiness all the time, it 
doesn’t really resonate with 
people.” 

Siegel says that most of 
the songs on Safe Travels, 
were written before the band 
actually assembled to record. 
But when pianist and vocal¬ 
ist Ben Thornewill lost his 
grandfather and drummer 
Jesse Kristin lost his father, 



both to lung cancer, it gave 
the latter half of the album a 
heightened emotional power. 
Tracks such as Dead, Adult¬ 
hood and Ghosts in Empty 
Houses deal with weighty 
fears of mortality previously 
untouched in the band’s first 
two releases. 

“It is more vulnerable,” 
Siegel says of the new album. 
“It’s a lot more personal than 


we have been in the past.” 

Fresh off trying out the 
new material at the music 
festival juggernaut that is 
Bonnaroo, Jukebox the Ghost 
dive headfirst into the type of 
thoroughly demanding tour 
that now defines them. Their 
New York City show sold out 
months before. 

“It sold out so far in ad¬ 
vance, that there was never 


really any way for someone 
who wasn’t already a huge 
fan of our band to get a tick¬ 
et,” says Siegel of the Bowery 
Ballroom gig. “So that’s really 
exciting to me — that we’re 
going to get on stage, have a 
sold-out crowd and it’s going 
to be filled with only people 
who are really on top of the 
band and really like the 
band.”

I’ve never been much of a 
seasonal wine drinker. The 
thought of avoiding some 
bottles in favour of others 
because of the time of year 
has never made sense. 

Sure, some wines have 
temperature issues. Now 
that summer has arrived, a 
heaping glass of full-bodied 
red can come across flabby 
and uninspired. 

I have to admit, though, 
summer is really the realm 
of whites: The kind of wines 
that refresh and thirst- 
quench without running 
amok all over your palate. 

Some will suggest that a 
rich, dry Sauvignon Blanc is 
the long of summer. Others 
might choose an aromatic 
white like one made with 
Viognier or Chenin Blanc. 

While all worthy con¬ 
tenders, riesling is my go-to 
warm weather white grape. 

Schmitt Sohne’s Fiinf 
5 Riesling ($9.95 - $13.99) 
is ripe and relaxed with 
apple-oriented fruit that’s 
drinkable right out of its 
powder white bottle (OK, 
maybe with a straw). 

The great thing about 
riesling is it’s food friendly. 
It will help wash down 
everything from barbecue 
fare and seafood to more 
exotic menus inspired by 
Asia, India and, especially, 
Mexico.

Flex your grilling 
muscles with grace

Traditionally, summer is a time 
for men to show their alpha 
side by getting territorial over 
their barbecue cooking space 
while sporting a ridiculous 
apron. It’s a primal thing: raw 
meat, fire gazing and alcohol. 

Stereotypes aside, barbecu¬ 
ing is globally popular. 

However, there are ways 
that we can improve. Yes, 
gentlemen, barbecuing is not 
an innate skill. Chef Ben Bart¬ 
lett explains why there’s more 
to the cuisine than plonking 
raw meat onto a scorching grill. 

Bartlett says, “It’s about the 
flavours from the wood, mar¬ 
inates and spices. Flavoured 
woods like cherry and apple or 
oak add a great smokey depth 


to meats.” 

There are also some really 
simple things that we can do 
to make sure that the meat is 
properly cooked. The chef sug¬ 
gests, “If you use coals, heap 
them up into a pyramid add 
fresh fuel to the edge and push 
inwards — it creates a really 
even cooking platform. Sec¬ 
ondly wait till your wood or 
coal goes ashen grey to avoid 
flare-ups.” 

The U.K.-based BBQ su¬ 
premo continues, “Take your 
meat out 30 minutes before 
you cook, so that it reaches 
room temperature — it’ll cook 
more evenly this way. You want 
to achieve a core temperature 
of 75 F.” METRO WORLD NEWS

• 1 tbsp salt

Frk tabbed 
as early 
second- 
round pick 

Martin Frk will finally be 
able to put a tough season 
behind him this weekend. 

The Halifax Mooseheads 
winger is a consensus early 
second-round pick for the 
NHL draft on Friday and 
Saturday in Pittsburgh, and 
ranked 32nd overall by TSN. 
ca, 42nd by the International 
Scouting Service and 45th by 
The Hockey News. 

It’s not what he hoped for 
when he arrived in Halifax 
last August in the best shape 
of his life, but after suffering 
a concussion a week later 
and missing the first three 
months of the season, his 
relatively high ranking is a 
testament to his talent after 
a season of ups and downs. 

“He got back to the same 
level he was in at training 
camp but (by then) the level 
of the game was higher and 
he never could grow with 
that and keep the pace,” 
said Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme. 

“He was always catching, 
trying to get back.... That’s 
why I think he had ups and 
downs.” 

The six-foot, 198-pound 
Czech winger had just one 
point in his first nine games 
after making his season 
debut on Dec. 9. Then he 
piled up 15 goals and 13 
assists for 28 points over 
the final 27 games, tops on 
the Mooseheads during that 
stretch. 

He slumped again in the 
post-season with just one 
goal and five assists in 13 
games over the final two 
rounds. 

“He’s got tools — his 
skills, his shot, his hands, 
his vision, his strength on 
the puck,” Ducharme said. 
“Those are NHL skills. Next 
year, when he starts the sea¬ 
son with everyone else and 
grows with the pace of the 
game, the team that drafts 
him will see what kind of 
player he can become.”

These days, Brandon Whit¬ 
ney is well-known for his 
ability to stop pucks as one 
of the top-ranked goalies 
available in this weekend’s 
NHL draft. 

But many years ago — be¬ 
fore he first strapped on the 
pads at the age of seven — 
he got his start in hockey as 
a forward. A one-dimension¬ 
al forward, admittedly. 

“I wasn’t the best skater 
so I always used to hang out 
at the other blue-line and 
wait for the stretch pass,” 
recalled Whitney with a 
laugh. 

It didn’t take long for 
the Halls Harbour native to 
realize he wanted to keep 
pucks out of the net rather 
than make a career cherry¬ 


picking for breakaways. 

“My parents asked me, 
‘Do you really want to be a 
goalie?’ Because they knew 
how expensive it was,” 
Whitney recalled. “I said 
‘Yeah’ and they were all for 
it. I owe them a lot.” 

His parents can’t be com¬ 
plaining. The 18-year-old is 
Nova Scotia’s best NHL draft 
hope on Friday and Satur¬ 
day in Pittsburgh after a 
tremendous QMJHL rookie 
season with the Victoria- 
ville Tigres. 

Although the giant-sized 
six-foot-five, 191-pounder

By the end of the season 
he’d started 36 games, post¬ 
ed far superior numbers to 
Honzik, and is now Central 
Scouting’s second-ranked 
North American goaltender 
for the draft. 

“When I started off the 
season I wasn’t even really 
supposed to play — only 
10 games or so,” Whitney

recalled. “But I started 9-0 
and was the go-to guy for a 
month or so. It was a really 
big accomplishment with 
the starter a third-round 
(NHL) pick.” 

Whitney, who played ma¬ 
jor midget with the Halifax 
Titans in 2010-11, finished 
the season with a 22-4-5 re¬ 
cord, two shutouts, a 2.74 
goals-against average and 
a .896 save percentage, as 
well as a nomination for the 
RDS Cup for QMJHL rookie 
of the year. 

All that was enough for 
the Tigres to trade Honzik to 
the Cape Breton Screaming 
Eagles earlier this month, 
leaving Whitney poised for 
a big workload next season. 

Before that happens, 
though, he has a big week¬ 
end in Pittsburgh.

“I don’t even know if

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Clemens risked prison 
by shunning plea deal

Roger Clemens rejected a 
plea deal that would have 
spared him prison time, 
and instead took his chan¬ 
ces by going to trial. 

Clemens’ lawyer Rusty 
Hardin said in a telephone 
interview Thursday that 
prosecutors offered to let 
the former pitcher plead 
guilty to one count of lying 
to Congress when he denied 
using human growth hor¬ 
mone. In exchange, Clem¬ 
ens would have received 
probation. 

The seven-time Cy Young 
Award winner was indicted 
in August 2010 on six

counts for allegedly lying 
to Congress for denying he 
used HGH as well as ster¬ 
oids. At the time, Hardin 
revealed that his client had 
rejected a plea offer, but the 
lawyer declined to provide 
the details. 

Hardin said his client 


was offered a deal in De¬ 
cember 2009 and immedi¬ 
ately rejected it. 

“His reason was, ‘I didn’t 
lie to Congress,”’ Hardin 
said. On Monday, a jury in 
Washington, D.C. acquitted 
Clemens on all counts. 

The first attempt to try 
Clemens last year ended in 
a mistrial when prosecutors 
played a snippet of video 
evidence that had been 
ruled inadmissible. U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Reggie Walton 
indicated back then that 
Clemens was looking at jail 
time.

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Ronaldo strikes again for Portugal 


Euro 2012. Powerful 
header from star 
winger punishes 
Czech Republic for its 
negative tactics 


After his fine footwork 
failed to find the target, 
Cristiano Ronaldo knocked 
in the only goal Thursday 
with a thrusting header, 
sending Portugal into the 
European Championship 
semifinals with a 1-0 victory 
over the Czech Republic. 

After Ronaldo twice hit 
the post, he finally darted 
in from behind his marker 
in the 79th minute with 



all the instincts of an all- 
out striker and headed a 
cross from Joao Moutinho 
straight at the ground and 
up past the flailing hands of 
Czech Republic goalkeeper 
Petr Cech. 

“I remember in the last 
game I hit the post twice, 
too,” said Ronaldo, who 
scored his third goal in the 
last two matches. “But the 
most important thing is I 


managed to score this time, 
we won and are in the semi¬ 
finals. Now it is big smiles 
and good music.” 

Portugal, which will play 
either Spain or France in 
the semifinals in Donetsk, 
Ukraine, next Wednesday, 
is one game away from 
reaching its second Euro¬ 
pean Championship final in 
eight years. 

Ronaldo already provid¬ 
ed some leadership and two 
goals to get past the Neth¬ 
erlands in the decisive last 
group game. 

His encore was the lone 
goal on Thursday. 

His strike finally pun¬ 
ished the negative tactics of 
the Czechs, who had parked 
most of their players in 


front of Cech for much of 
the game. 

The Czechs did not have 
a single shot on goal, and 
only two attempts during 
the whole match. The Euro 
2004 runners-up had 20 at¬ 
tempts. 

When Ronaldo finally 
scored and was mobbed by 
his teammates, he went 
over to the camera with a 
beaming smile for a vic¬ 
tory kiss to the rest of the 
world. 

“We have suffered,” Por¬ 
tugal forward Nani said. 
“But we always wanted to 
win and that’s what we 
showed. We were superior, 
then we scored and we real¬ 
ly deserved this result.”
